The Queen's York Rangers, one 
of Canada's oldest regiments, until 
Sunday one of the reserve infantry 
regiments .included in the newly 
formed brigade group in Military 
District No. 2, has been ordered to" 
mobilize for active service. 

The Queen's York Rangers was 
organized nearly 200 years ago to 
protect settlers in ^iew Hampshire 
against the Indians. The group of 
men was then known as. Roger's 
Rangers, and they joined the Brit- 
ish colonial forces as scouts some 
time later, and were designated the 
Queen's . Rangers. During the 
Seven Years' War the /Rangers 
fought at Tlconderoga and Louis- 
burg, and at Quebec with Wolfe, 
in 1763 they fought against the 
Indian Chief Pontiac at Detroit, 
and in 1776. when the American 
Revolutionary War broke out the 
Rangers j were once more in the 
(service of Britain. 

The Queen's York' Rangers carry 
also the title 1st American Regi- 
ment, and they are ranked in seni- 
ority 12 th among me militia regi- 
ments of Canada. This is due to 
the irregularity of their history, 
for they were many times disband- 
ed and allowed to remain inactive 
for several, long periods. 

The Rangers played an import- 
ant part tin Britain's fight to retain 
the American Colonies. In 1779, 
the third year of the Revolutionary 
War, thoy were given the right to 
carry the title of the 1st American 
Regiment. 

When I the British forces surren- 
dered to Washington at Yorkton, 
Captain isimcoc, ■ later to be Gov- 
ernor of. Upper Canada, refused to 
give up .the colors which his unit 
had carried through so" many 
fights. lie escaped and brought 
the colors back with him to Upper 
Canada, j 

Now the colors hang In the pub- 
lic library, wiiere they were placed 
in trust. The officers and men ol 
the regiment would give almost 
anything if the colors could hang 
in the Officers* Mess in Fort York 
Armories, which, it seems, would 
be the logical place; where they 
could be taken care of and pro- 
tected, j 

When Slmcbe became Li cut. - 
Governor of Upper Canada in 1791 
he commanded that the Queens 
Rangers be reorganized. In 1802 
the regiment was oncp more de- 
molished, to be called into service 
again during the Rebellion of 1837. 
After serving in the brief, fight ; at 

Montgomery's Tavern, and some 
years later on the Niagara frontier 
the '.famous Rangers were dis- 
banded, some men returning to 
civil life and. others joining the 
companies which eventually form- 
ed the York Rangers. They were 
gazetted- as a unit of the Canadian 
Militia oh September 14. 1866. 

The (York's had companies .in 
nine villages of York County — 
then much larger, than today. Four 
companies were called out In the 
North-West Rebellion of 1885. and 
with four companies of the Slmcoe 
^Foresters, formed a * battalion 
known as the York-Slmcoes. Many 
men from the York Rangers served 
in the South African War and 
more than 6,000 all ranks served in 
the last Great War. 

During this war the regiment 
has supplied about 100 officers and 
nearly 1,000 men for active ser- 
vice units. Whon recruiting starts 
for the newly-moblllzed regiment 
It Is presumed that most of the re-

There has been a paid-up attend- 
ance of sixty-four at these meet- 
ings with several visitors on diff- 
erent occasions. Mrs. C. Cumber, 
Mrs. O. Hayes and Mrs. Wilkins 
attended one hundred per cent, of 
the meetings. It is felt that 
those who atteuded have gained a 
considerable amount of knowledge 
and will be able to give aid in 
emergencies.

WAR COMES TO PARIS 



Flight from the cruel choices of total war has repeatedly 
proved as futile for Nations as it did for refugees chased by 
stukas on the roads of France in May, 1940. Orj for slaves of 
the Nazis in Parisian tank and airplane factories when 'British 
bombers came over Tuesday night. For according to descrip- 
tions of destruction in this raid, war at its worst has come to 
that Paris which the French thought they had saved by re- 
treat and surrender. 

No one with a heart can but be touched by the plight of 
the French who have been chained to the Nazi war machine, 
comments the Christian Science Monitor. That the ordeal 
may speed their country's .release is cold comfort.' Anyone 
who knows the British will realize that the choice of bomb- 
ing their former'AHies or allowing them to supply the pianos 
with which British civilians would be bombed was not easy. 

Apparently the cost had been counted — or estimated— by 
the British. For months, London has known that thousands 
of tanks, trucks, and airplane engines were going to the Nazis* 
from the Renault, Salmson, Farman and other great plants in 
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the iParis suburbs. Apparently the British knew that these 
arsenals were almost unprotected by the Nazis and could be 
wrecked by bombers flying so low they could not miss. 

The British also knew that even with warnings and the 
most careful bombing, French factory workers would be hil- 
led. They knew that Berlin would exude hypocritical indigna- 
tion and Vichy, which dare not protest outrages of Nazi en- 
slavement, would cry aloud. They knew that their, enemies 
in 'America and other Allied countries would echo the Axis 
cry and even their friends would feel regret j 

They trusted the French people would understand this 
raid as they have, accepted British raids on Nazi-occupied 
French- ports. They hoped that Americans would j Consider 

what they would do themselves if Japan held Vancouver and 
were using Canadian factories Jo produce weapons for an 
attack on ^Seattle. The British had held their hand, j knowing 
that the cost was great But finally they saw the question as 
one of self-preservation. - . | 

To see in tfnie the requirements of self-preseryation Is 
the -price of survival to-day. Nations which have failed to look 
ahead and to make the bitter choice in time have gone under. 
Britain has had some hard lessons. So has the United States. 
To-day they are more ready to make large sacrifices to save 
greater disasters. They are determined' to make effective; war 
in order to shorten it They face the fact 'that until men free 
themselves from the inhumanities of total war. nations can 
only choose the least cruel course. But that is a choice so ter- 
rible that millions are resolved , to build a world in which 
they will never have to make it again.

1840, sheep .sorrel 32, green foxtail 
16-61.1%. Weed seeds of all 
kinds. - - 

While the salesman claims to 
have refunded the money to most 
of the purchasers, it is reported 
that two farmers were "prepared 
to take a chance on it." If this 
seed is sown at the rate of say 8 
lbs. per acre it would mean sowing 
8,192 bladder campion seeds per 
acre alone and a total of 2,277,376 
weed seeds of all kinds per acre, 
and what was supposed to be al- 
falfa was sweet clover. Perhaps 
these men will be complaining in 
a year or so that there is no money 
in farming, and that the govern- 
ment should do something about it. 

Farmers have been warned re- 
peatedly not to take chances on 
ungraded clover seed and grasf> 
seeds in particular because few 
men are able to recognize the im- 
purities including such bad weeds 
as bladder campion. It is illegal 
for this seed to be sold ungraded 
except for direct sales between 
farmers, and even here the grad- 
ing is a protection to both buyer 
and seller. 

The local Agricultural Repre- 
sentative has always advised farm- 
ers to take no chances, and any* 
one wishing to know how the var- 
ious grades of seeds compare as to 
purity should apply to W. M. 
Cockburn, Newmarket, for a copy 
of the York County -Seed Fair 
prize list which contains this In- 
formation In a clear and concise 
form. 

Incidentally the chap who sold 
this seed to one farmer at Schom- 
berg, at ' loast one at Colgan in 
Simcoe aiid a number In Peel 
County apparently posod as a cattle 
buyer but "happened" to have this 
seed interfered with in that dist- 
rict, he and his accomplices might 
be expected to move to a new ter- 
ritory, so Mr. Fanner, be on your 
guard.
